Vancouver Inland, wjth a cli¬ 
mate aimilar to that ofHEnjrlami ‘ 
and natural resource* awaiting 
development; has room and op 
port unities for the ten million 
surplus population of Great ! 
Britain subject to development 
of adequate means of transpor 
tation. is the argument advance 1 
by R. T. Elliott in a striking plea 
for rail extension on the Islam! 

Mr. Elliott In a statement pre¬ 
pared for The Western Lumberman, 
points out that England with 61.6*0 
square miles, has more than 10 . 000 ,- 
•00 people to provide for than the 
area can accommodate. Vancouver 
Island with an area of 112.606 square 
mile* has not yet reached * 600.000 in 
population. With Its natural re¬ 
sources and a climate similar to that 
of England there Is room and oppor¬ 
tunities on' Vancouver Island, he 
states, for the surplus population of 
England subject to mil development 
that sill enable these resources to 
be utiUsed. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Transportation facilities on. Van¬ 
couver Island attributable to com¬ 
mercial development will only come, 
he says, as a result of freight offer¬ 
ing when the natural resources guar¬ 
antee an attractive return on the 
transportation companies* Invest - 
men*. The timber and the minerals 
of Vancouver Island must be looked 
to for development. 

He points to the standing timber 
on the southern portion of the Island 
estimated at I1.404.000.060 feet. Into 
this timber country the C.P.R. has a 
line of railway, and la furnishing 
standard railway facilities for con- 
no ctkui -wttft To g gi ng railways. The 
C.N.R. Is also extending through 
valuable timbered areas. Private 
enterprise is building a logging rail¬ 
way from Hooke to a distance of 
shout thlry miles, and another from 
Port Han Juan to a distance of about 
twenty miles. .Other logging rail¬ 
ways arq projected os feeders to the 
existing standard line and reliable 
estimates place the, timber traffic 
assured for the transportation com* 
pastes gw sufficient for soVenty-flvs 
years. 

SIMILAR TO BRITAIN 

“These developments will year by 
year add opportunities, and conse¬ 
quently population to the southern 
portion, but development of the 
greater Wrea lying to the North will 
be delayed for years." says Mr. 
Elliott, “unless government co-oper¬ 
ation Is extended In the building of 
a Uns of railway to the northern end 
nr the Island. The capacity to take 
care of new population would be at 
least quadrupled by this railway. 

“The climate and living conditions 
are such as to be attractive to Eng¬ 
lish people, and there seems to bo 
every reason why the British Gov¬ 
ernment. the Federal Government 
and the Government of UriUfch Co¬ 
lumbia should join in bringing about 
the speedy building of this line uf 
railway, and thereby expedite by ut 
least fifty years over ordinary com¬ 
mercial progress the building up of 
a British community able to take 
care of at least I.0R.DW people 
Within a few years. 

“Timber exists, minerals await 
means of transportation, and the 
great iulqjs o fthe Northwest coast 
offer sites for building up the fish¬ 
ing Industry."

Who after an unsuccessful hunt for gold in the Okhotsk 
region of Siberia turned pirates, netted two Russian ships and 
killed the crews numbering thirty-five Russians, were indicted 
to-day on charges of piracy on the high seas. All the defendants 
are Japanese. 

The ehjef motive which actuated the piracy, Ezure declared, 
was a desire to avenge the Nikolaievsk massacre of 700 Japanese 
by Russians in March, 1920.

Vancouver, April 2.—British Co¬ 
lumbia's payroll In 1923 was 9160,- 
000 . 000 . according to thc annual re¬ 
port of the Workmen's Compensation 
Board, made public here to-day. The 
payroll In 1922 waa 912t.592.662. and 
in 1921. 9120.099,275. Employing firms 
operating at the snd of laat year 
numbered 4,624. an Increase of 145 
over the previous year. 

There were 249 fatal accidents in 
the Province in 1922. 

A total of 92,140.040 was paid out 
laat year under the Compensation 
Act and Mothers Pensions Act. di¬ 
vided among 1,660 widows. 4,644 chil¬ 
dren and 1.044 workmen, ths latter 
disabled through Industrial accidsnta.

W HAT Canada spends on pubjiv and 
high school education every year 
and how it is spent ought vitally 
to interest every citizen! The increase in 
the last twenty years startles. 

In 1901 the cost of elementary and 
secondary education throughout Canada 
was 111,750,000. 

In 1913 thre cost was $37,656,000. 

In 1921 the cost was *109,181,000. 

The increase from 1901 to 1921 wai 
*97.431,000, or 830 per cent. 

During the same period the number 
of pupils enrolled in the schools of the 
country increased from 1,068.786 to 
1,914,734, or eighty per cent. 

The authority for the figures is Mr. 
C. J. Yorath. city commissioner of Ed¬ 
monton, who is considered one of the best 
informed and most reliable authorities on 
municipal affairs in Canada. 

To present the figures is not to criti¬ 
cize the increase in Canada’s Cost of edu¬ 
cation. During a great part of the period 
the increase was being effected, Canada 
was expanding materially in a remarkable 
w ay, standards of life were changing, and 
there was Iittte'suggestion of stinting 
education. 

The increased cost is represented by 
better salaries to teachers, better schools

Fishermen on all 
the seven seas are hunting for speci¬ 
mens to make one of the most rt- 
markable collections of submarina 
creatures ever aeon in Great Britain. 

T*tie strungest and most ffarsorna 
of them all ts the Devil Fish Afsnta, 
06 from the African coast, ft 
ia sixteen feet long and nearly at 
broad. It has a mouth three feet 
wide With this it devours it* par¬ 
ents If it gets the chance. It weigha 
6.000 pounds.’ 

"Another strange fish which tha 
authorities are attempting to secure 
Is the Axoloth. Aa well as its fine*

amall tank without, a continuous

Another species of flah that will 
be ehown will be aeen changing It* 
color, like u chamelion. to suit* it* 
surroundings. This, la nature’s 
method of camouftage. which man 
copied durLng the war. Suitable en¬ 
vironments of various colors will tie 
fitted Into an observation tank, and 
visitors will be able to watch tha 
colors of the fish change 

"A herring ahoal will be shown for 
the first time in this country. Her- 
rings are delicate flah and in order 
that they shall live when transported 
from their native element, special 
aerated water will be euppffrd ta 
them. Oxygen- will be continually 
pumped Into their water,.which will 
come from beyond the Dogger Bank. 
Altogether about 60.000 gallons of 
water will be brought from the North 
Hem to feed the aquarium. 

"There will also be a fine colla 
tlon of sea anemones, and visitors 
will be able to see them fed Home 
of these most gorgeous "animal* 
plants’ will come from the Mediter¬ 
ranean They eat flesh, which they 
•Iraw Into their hidden mouths 
through their petals.’ 

"A day in the life of a lobster will 
he another attraction. When lobster, 
like a anake. divesta itaelf of It* 
shell tn order to grow a new one; II 
lies helplea* on the *e* bottom. If 
it Is a female. It !« protected by a 
ring of mates, who drive off any 
wandering sea creature* in search of 
prey. If. however, It la a male, the 
femalee Ignore It. All theae habits 
will be seen by those who visit tha 
aquarium. 

"Oyster bede good and bad will be 
reproduced, in the bad beds, oyster* 
will be seen degenerating among 
their enemies, chief of which the 
clipped limpet, which kills the oyster. 
The limpet, which came from Ameri¬ 
can waters, has destroyed some of 
the finest of British oyster beds. 

"The Wembley Aquarium, which la 
being built by the MacFlaherles. Ltd., 
in a long building, at one end of 
which will be the reproduction, with 
rushing water, of a salmon river 
with salmon swimming in it. and at 
the other a aea scape The targe 
tanks will be ranged along one aide 
of the room, and In the centre wlfl 
be great observation howls full of 
smaller flah.

evening when W. C. Good. Progres¬ 
sive. Brant, Ont, Introduced a reso¬ 
lution proposing that "the Dominion 
Klectlons Ac! he so amended as to 
uae the transferable vote to secure, 
as far as possible, proportional repre¬ 
sentation in such multi-memhered 
constituencies as may be provided for 
in the next redistribution.” 

The House adjourned until Thurs¬ 
day afternoon before the debate was 
completed. 

A BILL SOON 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe. Minister of 
Justice, regarded the resolution as 
premature. He suggested that some 
of the double member constituencies 
he done away with. If proportional 
representation was to be tried out It 
should be applied first In the large 
eltlee. The Minister of Justice said 
the Government would introduce a 
bill very soon to give effect to the 
principle of the transferable vote. 

He suggested that the report of 
the C o m mons on redistribution be re¬ 
ceived before dealing with the pro¬ 
posal contained id the resolution. 
PLAN OPPOSED 

W* - O- McQuarrie. Conservative. 
New Westminster, expressed himself 
ss being absolutely opposed to pro¬ 
portional representation and also to 
tbe transferable vote. Proportional 
representation bad been tried out in 
British Columbia by a number of mu¬ 
nicipalities and as far as he was 
aware not one of them had adopted 
It after the experiment. 

MORE GROUPS 

The tendency of proportional repre¬ 
sentation would be to multiple groups 
in the House, said Hon. H. H. Ste¬ 
vens, Conservative. Vancouver Cen¬ 
tre. 

Proportional representation and the 
transferable vote had been tried In 
the city of Vancouver for three years, 
said Mr. Stev ens. During that time 
the voters lost interest In elections 
and though iO.f.SO names were on the 
Hat, only 6,000 ballots Vers cast. Un¬ 
der the last proportional representa¬ 
tion system It had tuken a week to 
count the ballots and ft was neces¬ 
sary to bring In trained accountants 
to find the results. 

A. R. Mo Master. Independent. Lib¬ 
eral. Rrom*. Qua., thought propor¬ 
tional representation might not tie 
practicable In the rural districts, but 
It was the only way in which to ob¬ 
tain thorough representation of every 
division of political thought.

The average person who build* 
knows very little if anything, about 
the cost of materials und value of la¬ 
bor how beat to carry out the work 
and superintend it. und ho.w best to 
let u contract. * The comparatively 
small percentage paid to the archi¬ 
tect Is more than made up by tho 
extra quality of the house, to say 
nothing of the suvlng of all the wor¬ 


ries incident to building operations— 
these annoying details sre all shoul¬ 
dered by the architect, being part of 
his service. 

The architect, by hi* knowledge, 
sympathy, supervision and Interest 
In the work saves a little here and 
there and If necessary spend* it 
where It will be of better value and 
give mor** listing satisfaction.
